ANNAMITES’ ON WESTERN 
: Bitund, 


Tho United Press currespondent with 
the French Armies writes 1—~ 

Annamite ‘troops, the ‘ little brown 
men”. of France's colonies im Indo- 
Chiaa, have just had their baptism of firy’ 
ron ths Western front. They are ‘the 
suuullest men fighting, but they have ac- 
‘quitted themselves ina, manner that gives 
them rank with the troops of » greater 
physical endowment, ~The Annamite 
battalions are composed entirely of yolun- 
tecrs, and although they are now in the: 
fighting line for the first time, they have 
been in France for a little over. a year. 
What they lack in. physical‘ size they 
more th: make up in spirit. Almost 
without exception they ‘are students from 
the French schools, colleges, and univer- 
sitieg in Indo-China, where the call for 
volunteers earty in 1816 almost depleted 
th. French educational institutions. 

Although a people of v rigid social 


classes, the Annamites accepted the dema- 


cratic life of the French Army, Among, 
those serving ‘ate Annamites with the 
ranky of count; mandarin of the. first,. 
‘second, and third classes, and other dis- 


‘| tinetions of caste and nobility, and.among 


themselves all ene courtesies to which these 
ranks ate entitled are, scrupulously ob- 
served, but when the battalions are formed 
for fighting or other service the counts 
and the mandarins become merely private 
soldiers. 
brought. to. France there was no idea of 
using than as fighting troops owing to 
their small stature, and they were ei 
ployed in various services of the reor— 
as. convoy chauffeurs, road builders, 
afforestation workers, ete.—but their con. 
atant.proximity to the front soon aroused 
a desire for fighting, and now they have 
bocn given their chance.

to carry out. There is a good deal. in 
that, criticism, but I should liko to say 
that { certainly should not continue to 
be Chancellor of the Exchequer if I did 
not think that L was capable of rform. 
ing the duties. I have no object in 
doing it on any other terms, In the first 
place € am not fond of work. For the 
Inst 23 years at least I have never done 
anything which I could either persuade 
somebody‘elae or pay somebody clse tu 
do for me (laughter), and in the second 
place if we are influenced by personal posi- 
tion—I suppose wo are—the House will at 
once sce that my position is improved by 
being Chancellor of thy Exchequer, and 
that I can have no object in continuing 
to hold tha post the moment I cannot 
fulfil its duties, 

As a matter of fact I have been unable 


| | to give the time which I should havo liked 


to give to my duties in the War Cabinet, 
and I think the result will be that the 
Prime Minister—-we discussed’ ib in the 
last few days—wil: find it necessary to 
make other arrangements, and probably 
to have an. addition to the Cabinct to do 
the work which, if I were free, I should 
be able to do. 

No one who is Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer can fail to have a feeling, which 
I know is almost universal in the House, 
that the seale of expenditure now is some.

right to be assured that it is not greater 
than it ought to be. I should be the 
last man to quarrel with the view that 
the House of Commons should have con- 
trol in matters of thiq kind.
